Through Suez Canal. 


HF HAS SAILED 6500 MILES. 


THE ADMIRAL WILL NEAT CALL 
AT TRIESTE. 


Ther the Cruiser Will Be Headed 
Through the Mediterranean for 
Gibraltar and Thence for 
the United States. 


SUEZ, July 12.—The Olympia has entered 
the canal. 


SUEZ, Egypt, July 12.—On board his flag- 
ship Olympia Admiral Dewey of the 
United States Navy arrived here to-day. 
He sailed from Colombo, Island of Ceylon, 
June 28. 

The Admiral said he wae in very -good 
health. He appeared to be in excellent 
- condition, which was also the case with 
his officers and men. Most of them have 
suffered from malarial fever, but have 
now quite recovered. 

The Olympia has been quarantined, no 
direct communication with the shore be- 
ing allowed. Consequently, the representa- 
tive here of the Associated Press was only 
able to converse with the Admiral from a 
launch alongside the cruiser. After pass- 
ing through the canal the Olympia will 
call at Trieste. Thereafter the Admiral's 
plans are uncertain. Possibly he will go 
to Gibraltar, and thence to New York. 

Dewey sailed away from Manila on May 
. He stopped for some time at Hong 
Kong, where the Olympia underwent re- 
pairs to put her in condition for the long 
voyage home. : 

His first port after leaving Hong Kong 
was Singapore, the next Colombo and the 
next Suez. Since leaving Manila the Ad- 
miral has sailed about 6500 miles and is a 
trifle over half way home, 

If he sails from Trieste, on the Adri- 
atic, to Gibraltar, and thence to New York, 
the length of the remaining homeward voy- 
ege will be about 5500 miles. The distance 
from Trieste to Gibraltar is 2300 miles, and 
from Gibraltar to New York 3180.

CHARGED WITH ABDUCTION. 


HAD COME TO ST. LOUIS WITH 
PEARL KELLEY. 


Sheriff Was Conveying the Couple 
Back to Springfield, Ill., When 
Tibbetts Escaped Through a 
Window of the Train. 


L. B. Tibbetts of Springfield, Ill., was ar- 
rested in St. Louis Tuesday afternoon on 
a charge of abduction.

His escape is a dramatic climax to a 
story of mysterious disappearance. The 
mysterious disappearancs was that of Pearl 
Kelley, whom Tibbetts is charged with ab- 
ducting. 

She is the 
only daughter of Mrs. L. G. Kelley of 
Springeld. She is a very attractive girl. 

May 2 the girl disappeared, leaving a 
note to her mother, which expressed an in- 
tention of committing suicide. 

The police investigated and found that 
Tibbetts, part owner of a bakery, who was 
an admirer of Pearl and thad asked her 
mother’s consent to their marriage, had 
gone away at about the same time. 

Fhetographs weve sent to all parts of the 
country, but no tidings were received of the 
girl. 

Two weeks ago a man from Springfield 
saw her at Tenth and Market Streets, in 
this city. He reported the fact to Sheriff 
Woods. The Sheriff wrote to Patsy Giffi- 
gan, who had lived in Springfield and knew 
the girl, and he located her. 

Tuesday Deputy Ettiebrick came to St. 
Louis and arrested the pair at 1009 Pine 
street. 

The deputy started for Springfield with 
the man and girl on the Chicago & Alton 
train which left Union Station at 11 o'clock. 

After the train had passed Alton Tibbetts 
asked permission to go to the toilet room.

Casey says some enemy set fire to the 
barn or threw water Into the barrel of un-

formerly used as a cider factory by James 
kK. Clark of 3217 La Salle street, caught fire 
mysteriously Tuesday night. Prompt work 
on the part of Engine Co. No. 2 prevented 
a oisastrous fire. 

The firemen fought the flames and smoke 
from the inside of the building. The smoke 
was first seen issuing from the second 
story. The damage is placed at $800.

SOLDIERS LEAVE THE CITY. 


ALL AMERICAN HOTELS AND SA- 
LOONS CLOSED. 


No Ships Permitted to Touch at the 
Wharves and Americans Are For- 
bidden to Enter the 
City. 


SANTIAGO, Cuba, July 12.—Gen. Leonard 
Wood, in command of the Department of 
Santiago, issued an order to-day, establish- 
ing absolute quarentine. All officers of the 
Government and employes: are forbidden to 
enter the city with the exception of those 
belonging to the Sanitary Department. 

Maj. Carr and Surgeons Mendoza and 


Nunez are detailed to take charge of the |: 


fever patients in the city, which is placed 
under strict regulations. 
Other officers will have charge of the yel- 


low fever hospital on the island. The May- 
or is directed to close all American hotels 
and saloons, to forbid other liquor dealers 
to sell intoxicants to Americans and to ar- 
rest ail intoxicated Americans or loiterers 
in saloons. The principal hotels and sa- 
loons are designated by name. 

The pack trains have been ordered to 
establish camps outside the city and all 
the troops will be moved to Songo, except 
one company at ‘Morro Castle. 

The penoenarters of all the depariments 
were moved to-day to Cristo and the rail- 
road and steimship lines are forbidden to 
bring Americans into the city. No ships 
are permitted to touch at the wharves.

Mr. Henry Vignaud of the United States 
embassy in Paris, asking whether the 
grave of John Paul Jones itn Paris is 
known and marked. He has just received 
a reply from Mr. Vignaud saying that al- 
though he has made earnest and frequent 
inquiries of the city authoritles in regard 
to the matter he has been unable to dila- 
cover the whereabouts of the grave. 

One thing established by his inquiries, 
however, he says, is that John Paul Jones 
was not buried in the cemetery where the 
remains of Lafayette lie, as is supposed 
by some peopic. In another quarter it is 
intimated that owing to the custom pre- 
vailing in Paris that the remains of John 
Paul Jones were deposited itn a rented 
rave for a term of years, and that after 
the expiration of the lease, a great many 
years ago, the bones of this distinguished 
American patriot were thrown into the 
potter's fleid.

STILL BAD IN TWO COUNTIES. 


Many Plantations Are Inundated in 
Fort Bend and Brazoria and All 
Crops Ruined. 


AUSTIN, Tex., July 12.~The flood in the 
Brazos is now confined mostly te two coun- 
ties, Fort Bend and Brazoria, the latter 
on the Gulf Coast, and the former berdering 
it on the west. In these two counties 100 
Square miles of territory is now under 
water and the crops a total loss. 

seampetent judges agree that three-fourths 
ef the corn crop and twe-thirds of the cot- 
ten crop of the entire country is destroyed, 
and thousands of cattle, horses, mules, 
chickens and hogs are drowned or slowly 
starving to death in the water beyond the 
reach of human help. All gardens without 
exception are dead, washed away by the 
water or sealded by the hot summer sun. 
The greater part of the loss on the prairies 
is due to this scalding, and the swollen 
candition of the streams-.prevents the flow- 
ing off of the water. The loss to merchants 
and other creditors is enormous. 

Members of the Legislature have been 
urging the Governor to call a special ses- 
sion of that bady for the purpose of mak- 
ing an appropriation of $100,000 or more to 
be expended in relieving the widespread suf- 
fering. The Governor is of the opinion that 
the wants of the refugees will be supplied 
without legislative action, and no special 
session will be called. 

he State Health Department seems fear- 
ful that the eountry will be left in a very 
bad condition from a sanitary standpeint. 
Dr. Blunt, the State Health Officer, con- 
tinues on the ground to look after matters 
personally. Many of the wells in that sec- 
tion are surface wells, and it is feared that 
their water has been so polluted by the 
muddy and foul water that it will be out 
of the question to drink it. If these wells 
are used, the Health Department § fears 
that an epidemic will result. To that end 
all will be cautioned to use as fresh and 
pure water as possible for a considerable 
time yet. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S ESTIMATE. 


Damage to Cotton, Gorn and Other 
Crops in Texas. 
WASHINGTON, July 12.—The chief of the 
climate and crep sectien of .the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture makes the following 


estimates of damages due to the present 
flood and excessive rains in Texas: 

« Floods confined mostly. to southern. half 
of Brazos drainage basin; counties suffering 
most are McLennan, Bell, Falls, Milam, 
Robertson, Burleson, Brazos, Washington, 
Grimes, Austin, Waller, Fort Bend and 
Brazoria; estimated one sustained ranges 
from one-third to one-half the crops in these 
counties; fenees, houses, stock and farm 
implements in Brazos bottoms almost a to- 
tal loss; some expect to replant cotton; will 
be some two weeks before actual damage 
can be determined and extent to which cot- 
ton will he replanted; outside of the flooded 
districts cotton is generally deing well and 
fruiting nicely, except in scattered locali- 
ties, where the plant 4s growing too much 
to stalk; few complaints of damage from 
insects. Corn promises an abundant crop 
in northern and central portions, and late 
penne greetiy improved in southern por- 
tions. Theat and oats damaged; sprouting 
in shock, except in extreme northern por- 
tion. Sugar cane doing well, except where 
under water; extent of damage not yet ap- 
parent. Rice greatly improved. 


SENDING AID TO SUFFERERS. 


Supplies Collected in Many Texas 
Cities and Sent to the Governor. 
WAXAHACHIB, Tex., July 12.—Commit- 
tees are at werk eollecting meal, bacon, 
flour and money for the South Texas flood 
sufferers. Over 5000 pounds of provisions 


have been forwarded, and all the smaller 
towns have been notified te send eontribu- 
tions here. 

Hillsbero, Tex., July 12.—Mayor Quicken- 
sted and committees raised funds and 
bought a earload of provisions and gro- 
eeries for the flood sufferers. They were 
shipped to Navasota. A committee of 
ladies is collecting ail cast-off clothing in 
the c‘ty they ean for the flood sufferers. 

Jackshoro, Tex., July 12.—The Commis- 
sioners' Court of Jack County. donated a 
carload of. flour of the value of $325 this 
afternoon. 

Texarkana, Ark., Juiy 12.—Mayor W. C., 
Hardin received a message from Gov. 
Sayers, asking fora car of cotton seed for 
the Texas flood sufferers. Mayor Hardin 
wired back that he could not secure the 
seed, but would send provisions and cloth- 
ing. Gov. Sayers then wired for it te be 
sent to R. E. Hannah, at Hempstead, Wal- 
ler County.

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GUATEMALA AGAIN IN TROUBLE. 
United States May Stortly Have to 
Assume a Protectorate. 

NEW ORLEANS, July 12..—News of grave 
import from Guatemala was brought 


to this city by the passengers on 
the Snyder steamship Breakwater, which 
touche at four or five of § the 
leading Central American ports _be- 
fore putting in here last Monday 
night. ‘Just before sailing on the 
steamer for New Orieans,"’ said one of the 
passengers, ‘“‘I was informed by severai 
persons that Enghnd and Germany would 
shortly make a naval demonstration on the 
two leading ports of the Republic of Guate- 
mala. I learned that a large amount of the 
Government debt in the form ef bonds is- 
sued by the Government of Guatemala is 
held by English and German interests. 
These bonds have been practically repu- 
diated, 

“Four warships are said to have been or- 
dered to Guatemalan waters, two German 
and two English, One of each flag will 
proceed to Puerto Barrios and one or each 
nation will be sent to Ban Jose de Guate- 
mala, which is on the Pacific side of the 
Republic. 

“The point that most interests the United 
States fs that if this seizure of the custom 
houses should result in a long helding of 
those ports in order that the amounts 
could be collected, it would be necessary 
for a protectorate to be established over the 
Republic of Guatemala while this was go- 
ing on. In that cage the natural course 
would be to turn either to Mexico or the 
United States for the protectorate. The 
first proposition would hardiv be probable 
because of the bad feeling existing between 
Guatemala and Mexico over the boundary 
dispute.”’

Money Canaot be Diverted 
for a New City Hospital. 


DECISION BY JUDGE FISHER, 
MONEY MUST BE vsep FOR AID- 
ING POOR TRAVELERS. 


Court Rules That a Hospital Might Be 
Built to Accommodate Such 
as Become Sick En- 
Route. 


The city of St. Louis will not be allowed 
to use one dollar of the estate left in trust 
to it by Bryan Mullanphy in building a 
City Hospital, and Mayor Ziegenhein’s 
hopes which rested upon that plan are 
blasted. 

Judge D. D. Fisher decided Wednesday 


that to divert the fund to that. purpose 
would be a gross violation of the trust. He 
declared that the testator plainly intended 
that strangers on their way to settle in 
the West and in need of aid should receive 
the benefit of the fund.| He said that in no 
way could this clause of the will be 
stretched so as to sanction the building of 
a City Hespital from the fund. 

‘Such a hospital,’’ says the court, ‘‘would 
be built on city property and would in fact 
be city property. The Bryan Mullanphy 
trust estate would disappear and notning 
but his name would remain and that would 
be attached to a city hospital. If Mr. Mul- 
lanphy had desired to aid the city of St. 
Louis in discharging its duties to its poor 
sick citizens by providing hospital] accom- 
modatians for them, he was intelligent 
mi to and would have done so in his 
will.” 

The-court finds, however, that the object 
of the trust is failing every year and Will 
eventually disappear altogether. He thinks, 
therefore, that. the trust can be interpreted 
so that it will allow-relief to be given to 
all nen-resident poor who happen to be 
passing through St. Louis and are in need 
of aid. He holds. however, that the city 
cannot use the fund. in helping its own 
poor, inasmuch as it has an obligation to 
do that itself, 

Judge Fisher advises the erection of a 
hespital, to be known as the Bryan Mul- 
lanphy Hospital, at which the poor non- 
resident sick whe may be found in 8t. 
Louis* may be treated. He thinks that the 
purpose of the trust can be stretched no 

urther than this. 

Judge Fisher says that, under no circum- 
Stances Ought the Mullanphy real estate be 
sold now because the market is too low. He 
Suggests that it be held until the price of 
real estate advances, and then be disposed 
of, the fund growing out of the rentals be- 
ing used meanwhile to keep up repairs on 
the buildings, 

Bryan Mullanphy died in 181. The estate 
which he left in trust to the city was worth 
about $260,000 at that time. It is estimated 
~o be worth about $1,000,000 now. 

The city sought fo divert a part of the 
fund to the building of a City Haspital, 
claiming that the purpose for which the 
fund was established had failed and argu- 
79 that a publie charity like a City Hospi- 
tal would be the néxt best method of- con- 
serving the testator’s wishes. 


TRUSTS HAVE A DEFENDER. 


Pierre Lorillard Predicts That Work- 
men Will Soon Buy All the Stock. 
NEW YORK, July 12—Pierre Lerillard, 

Jr.. has written,to the New York press in 


defense of the trust. He says: 

“The consoljdation of riva] manufacturing 
firms in large companies, wrongly called 
trusts, has been caused by the severe com- 
petition of the last few years, which has 
rendered manufacturing unprofitable. It is 
estimated that 360,000 commercial travelers 
have been thrown out. of employment on 
account of these consolidations, whose aver- 
age expenses of $10 a day each amountg 
to the sum of $3 000,@0 per day, or $900,000,000 
per annum, Besides this saving, there are 
the thousands of Gceuntry papers, who live 
on these advertisements. Of course, this 
army of drummers, advertising agents and 
eountry papers will attack the so-called 
trusts, but they can never reinstate by leg- 
islation er otherwise the old state of af- 
fairs. : 

‘The enormous savings have enabled cor- 
porations to inerease the wages of labor 
about 25 per cent and will give a fair return 
on capital and reduce prices to consumers. 
No real labor is dispensed with. The now 
useless army of drummers must look to 
other means of support. They cannat live 
longer by their wits, but must join the 
active labor of the country or become poli- 
ticians., 

“The saving and industrious will invest 
their savings in the stocks of the com- 

anies for which they labor, and fn time 
yecome their own masters. This is the 
only solution of the labor question. Every 
workman his employer. Capital and labor 
are one, and neither can allow the sharper, 
politician or useless member of society ta 
put them in antagonistic positions. It is 
estimated that in 100 years the stocks of 
all industrial corporations will be owned 
by the workers in them.” 


PROBING THE SMELTING STRIKE 


Industrial Commission Looking Into 
the Trust’s Methods. 

DENVER, Colo., July 13,.—Chairman 
James B. Grant of the operating commit- 
tee of the American Smelting and Refining 
Co., and the officers of the smeltermen’s 
union, which he has refused to recognize, 
will be summoned before the subcommit- 


tee of the National Industrial Commission, 
which meets here to-day,to investigate min- 
ing conditions in the West, and will be re- 
quired to testify in open session in regard 
to the relations of capital to labor in tne 
smelters, which are now closed on account 
of the differences between the managers 
and workmen arising under the new eight- 
hour law. The committee will hold daily 
sessions in Denver probably for a week. 
They will then go to Salt Lake City, and 
after the sessions there are concluded wil} 
proceed to Wardner, Idaho, to inquire into 
the labor troubles there.

OBSTACLES ON EVERY HAND. 


GT. LOUIS’ PROTEST POINTS OUT 
A SERIOUS DANGER. 


The Question Now Is Can the Illinois 
River Be Converted Into a Wa- 
terway as Well as a 
Sewer Outlet. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, July 12.—St. Louis has made 
an emphatic protest against the opening of 
Chicago's drainage canal; the sanitary 
board in charge of the work is in conflict 
with the Illinois and Michigan Canal Board, 
for whom the Sanitary Board is construct- 
ing a dam on the Illinois River, and upon 
the whole the troubles over the sewer 
through which Chicago expects to dis- 
charge her offal into the Mississippi River 
thicken as the time set for the opening of 
the ditch approaches. The Sanitary Board 
derived little comfort in its visit to St. 
Louls. They find that the opposition of 
the people there was only increased by the 
advent of the Chicago men in St. Louis. 
To modify, if not obliterate, this sentiment 
in St. Louis, Alton and towns along the 
Lower Illinois, the proposition is now made 
to make a demand upon Congress that it 
be made a navigable waterway to carry 
the largest modern river vessels, and that 
the drainage channel of Chicago itself be 
converted into a waterway linking Lake 
Michigan with the Mississippi and the Gulf 
of Mexico. , 

Chicago must now set herself to the task 
of answering this question: “If Lake Mich- 
igan and the Illinois are not to be con- 
nected by a navigable waterway what is to 
become of the discharge into the Illinois 
from the drainage channel, or how shall 
the river be made to safely contain it?’ 


Telegraphic advices from St. Louis state 
that City Counsel Schnurmecher has been 
empowered by the joint committee of the 
Municipal Assembly to file a bill in the 
Federal Court in Chicago praying for an 
injunction against the canal. In the reso- 
lution adopted at the meeting of the com- 
mittee in St. Louis the reason for bring- 


ing -sult fis given as the pollution of the 
water supply of St. Louis by the flow of 
sewage through the canal and the Illinois 
River to the issisaippi. 

When the bill is filed a counter-petition 
will be presented by the attorney for the 
drainage board, in which the primary rv 
ment will be that the increased flow of - 
000 cubic feet of water a minute through 
the canal will avert the danger of pollution 
ont make the water supply in the Illinois

“The Federal Court will not grant an 
injunction on an ex-parte statement from 
the 8t.

The same 
applies to the threats made by people in 
the valley. Citizens of the district have 
no reason for anxiety on this score.’

As to the Illinois River he found that 
from Joliet to La Salle there would be a 
navigable channe)] varying from eight feet, 
when the discharge of the river was at 
minimum, to 10 and 16 feet at mid-stages. 
Below La Salle to the Mississippi River 
there would be a depth of navigation vary- 
ing from s€ven feet at extreme low water 
to 12 feet at midstage and 18 feet or more 
at floods. He found that a 14-foot channel 
would accommodate with increased facili- 
ties all large vessels that would reach its 
terminus at La Salle through the channel 
of the Mississippi River. But vessels on the

NOW WEBSTER GROVES IS SUING 
HER UNWILLING BURGHERS, 


TRYING TO FORCE THEM IN. 


Residents of Villages Annexed by 
Webster Groves Sued for Taxes 
That They Refuse to Pay. 


The town of Webster Groves has filed 
nearly 100 suits against residents of Tuxedo, 
Maplewood and Old Orchard, ta enforee the 
payment of personal tax bills. Other per- 
sonal tax suits will be brought during the 
week and in a few days similar suits will 
be instituted in the Circuit Court at Clay- 
ton by the town of Webster Groves against 
property owners to enforce payment of 
taxes on property. 

The suits were instituted in Justice C. H. 


Soqgemet? court in Webster Groves by T. 
S. Burnett, who has been employed as spe- 
cial attorney for the town to collect the 
taxes. 

The bringing of these suits, by which the 
town of Webster Groves hopes to recover 
more than $15,000 in personal and property 
taxes, grows out of the annexation of ‘ux- 
edo, Old Orchard, Maplewood and Sunny 
Side to Webster Groves several youre ago. 
Before the annexation of these places the 
were exempt from the payment of munl- 
cipal taxes and many of the residents 
objected strongly to annexation. They were 
given no voice in the matter, however, and 
according to the new State law were in- 
corporated on the application of the resi- 
dents of Webster Groves. The new State 
law does not require a charter in the mat- 
ter of annexating additional territory. Web- 
ster Groves wanted to annex these sur- 
rounding towns for the double purpose of 
insuring better official proteotion and to 
thwart any attempt that might be made by 
the city of St. Louis to bring the suburb 
into its city limits. Webster Groves, by the 
addition of territory, became a city of the 
third class, and, therefore, cannot be tak- 
en in by St. Louis without the consent of 
the property owners of the town. Those re- 
siding in the newly acquired territory had 
no especial objection to becoming a part of 
St. Louls. and in fact many of them stated 
that they would rather be a part of St- 
Louis than a part of Webster Groves, Not- 
withstanding their objection, however, 
they were annexed, and there has been 
trouble in the consolidated towns ever 
= of the first movements made by the 
new popuiation was to declare the corpor4- 
tion illegal. Steps were taken to secure a 
divorce from the town of Webster Groves. 
Proceedings in the Supreme Court are still 
pending. he suit has been tried but no de- 
cision tas been rendered and many do not 
expect a decision for a year or more. Ob- 
serving the inevitable delay, many of the 
residents of the additions bound themselves 
to refuse to pay any taxes until] the suit was 
decided. Every possible effort was made by 
the old town of Webster Groves to dissuade 
them from this stand, and finding all in 
vain the city collector by the order of the 
Town Board sent out indiyidual warnings 
to each of the taxpayers that legal proceed- 
ings would be instituted. Neither persua- 
sons nor threats had any effect. 

The contestants of neither side expect to 
gain any immediate results from the steps 
that have beer taken, but the fight has now 
reached the stage of obstinacy and neither 
party will yield. One side says: We will 
not become a part of Webster Groves,’ 
and the other side declares’ ‘‘We will force 
you to be a part of Webster Groves. 

While the fight is pending the delin- 
quents are being charged with compound 
interest on the tax bills and the sum will 
soon assume enormous proportions.

The Project Now in the Mind 
of the Vanderbilts.

The Pennsylvania Has Designs on an 
Ocean to Ocean Line by Way 
of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe.

NEW YORK, July 12.—One of the certain- 
ties of the not distant future, in the opinion 
of Wall street, is the establishment of a 
transcontinental railway line under Van- 
derbilt control. The Boston & Albany, the 
New York Central and the West Shore are 
the Vanderbilt lines linking New York and 
Boston, the great cities of the Eastern sea- 
board, with Buffalo; and Buffalo is joined 
to Chicago by the Lake Shore, the Michi- 
gan Central and the Nickel Plate. The Chi- 
cago & Northwestern, which is practically 
a Vanderbilt road, stretches westward 
from Chicago to Omaha, where it meets the 
Union (Pacific, a controlling interest in 
which also the Vanderbilts are credited 
with holding. The Western termini of the 
Union Pacific are Granger, Wyo., and Og- 
den, Utah. At both points the road con- 
nects with the Oregon Short Line. From 
Granger tae Short Line runs northwest- 
ward to Huntington, Ore., where it con- 
nects with the Oregon Railway and Naviga- 
tion Co., extending to the Pacific Coast 
from Ogden, 3nd from Ogvien a branch 
goes south to Milford, Io., from which place 


the Utah & Pacific is being built into Cali- 
fornia, with a view to enabling the Union 
Pacific to gain entrance to San Francisco. 

As already said, the Vanderbilts are com- 
monly understood to control both the 
Northwestern and Union Pacific. 

But the Union Pacific controls the Oregon 
Short Line, owning $26,023,700 of its $27,460,100 
capital stock, and the Oregon Short Line 
virtually controls the Oregon Railway anc 
Navigation Company, owning more than 
16,000,000 of its $24,000,000 common stock, a 
controlling interest in the $11,000,000 pre- 
ferred stock, however, bein held by the 
Union Pacific, Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern. The voting power of the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation stock, it should 
be said, is lodged with the Central Trust of 
New York, the preferred baveng the right 
to nominate 10 directors and the common 

these several controls 
controls, Wall street argues, 
not be beyond the power of 
. Vanderbilt to realize the am- 
bition which he is everywhere believed to 
cherish of coaiescing these connecting lines 
into a vast system from ocean to ocean. 
While it. is well understood that a cordial 
understanding exists between the New 
York Central, under the management of 
William K. Vanderbilt, and the Pennsyl- 
vania, under the guidance of its new presi- 
dent, A. J. Caseatt, this understanding ex- 
tending to the development of plans for a 
division of territory in New England and 
to an agreement to act together in the 
maintenance of rates, no one now belleves, 
if, indeed, any one ever has believed, that 
a consolidation of these two great systems, 
occupying such an important part of the 
field east of Chicago, would be effected. As 
these natural rivals in business are work- 
ing in harmony east of Chicago, 6o they 
may by and by be found competing on a 
basis of good faith and mutual regard in 
the Western ccuntry, for rumors are begin- 
ning to be heard with increasing persist- 
ency that the Pennsylvania, like the New 
York Central, is contemplating an exten- 
sion of its lines to the Pacific. The Atchi- 
eon, Topeka & Sante Fe is the road which 
report it will be combined with the 
Pennsylvania to form the second great 
transcontinental system. 

The Atchison is itself an enormous sys- 
tem with its nearly 7000 miles of length and 
its capital stock of $233,000,000 and bonds 
outstanding to the amount of §$126,000,000, 
but this is an era of colossal combinations 
and it is well within the bounds of possi- 
bility that the two systems may coalesce, 
The Atchison has a clear line all the way 
from Chicago to Mojave in Southern Calil- 
fornia.

LD NEWSPAPER MAN DEFIED 
|. THE HEALTH AUTHORITIES. 


AT BAY WITH A SHOTGUN. 


An Incident of His Career When His 
Family Had Smallpox—He Was 
With ‘Bill’? Anderson, 


Friends of John Franklin Crews, the vet- 
eran newspaper worker, whose death was 
chronicled in late editions of the Post-Dis- 
patch Tuesday, are finding subjects for con- 
versation in reviewing the old man’s career. 
He was a Welshman, small of stature, but 
wiry and strong and fearless. He thought 
for himself on al] st‘bjects and would no 
more think of yielding an opinion than he 
would of wearing a buffalo robe on the 
Fourth of July. A great many persons re- 
garded him as erratic and he knew they 

d, but he was serene in the belief that 

hey and not he were afflicted with obliquity 

f mental vision. 

He had great respect for the law, in so 

ar as he approved of it. Beyond that he did 

ot go. 

He demonstrated his confidence in him- 

elf and his determinaticn to go his own 

alt during the smallpox epidemic of 1886. 

‘Mr. Crews was then living with his chil- 
4ren in a two-story house in North St. 

uls. Two of tne children contracted 
mallpox. The health authorities sent men 

o the house to remove the patients to the 
bestnouse. 

' Mr. Crews said his children should not go 
to the pesthouse. They were in their own 
home and should remain there until they 
died or got well. If the community didn't 
like their proximity the community could 
get out of the neighborhood. . 

’ The health authorities expostulated. Mr. 
ties th was Obdurate. The health authori- 

i 


es threatened. Mr. Crews shoved the muz- 
le of a double barreled shotgun out of a 
window and told the health authorities that 
he didn't value threats; if an attempt were 
ade to invade his castle he would kill at 
ast two of. the invaders and probably 


ore. 

The health authorities withdrew for a 
onsultation. Mr. Crews strengthened his 
efenses by nailing down the lower windows 
of the house and piling furniture against all 
the down stairs doors but one, which he 
fitted with an extra bolt. He wanted to 
be able to open this door easily in order 
to let the doctor in. 

Then he took counsel of his neighbors. 
He told them that his children should not 
be moved, but that he. didn’t intend to 
subject any one to danger of infection from 
them. If the neighbors would aid him he 
would establish a quarantine of his own. 
His plan was to let down buckets from the 
second story windows, in which the neigh- 
bors should put food and water, all of 
which he would pay for when his troubles 
were over. 

The neighbors stood by Mr. Crews. The 
health authorities protested and railed 
without avail. Mr. Crews stood guard at 
a second story window with his shotgun and 
suffered no one to approach except those 
in whom he had confidence.

This is good business sense, but it is something more. It is 
farsighted wisdom. 

The trusts themselves must soon see that profit cannot be 
made out of an impoverished people. If they monopolize all 
the natural resources of the country and reduce the inhabi- 
tants to a condition of vassalage they must not expect a 
flourishing business. A nation in the throes of poverty is 
not a gocd market, although it may contain a few enormously 
rich individuals. 
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The logic of the trust movement is inexorable. Either the 
monopolists must apropriate all the wealth of the land and 
virtually own the people as well; in which case we shall have 
a sort of aristocracy, loveless, pitiless, brutal—or the people 
must somehow become partakers of the good of industrial 
organization; in which case the whole social body will be 
reinvigorated, prosperity will be justly distributed and no. 
man will be in danger of losing his manhood by reason ef 
economic dependence. 

Coming from the camp of monopoly Mr. Dill’s words are 
singularly sane and encouraging. 

“It will require hard and persistent work to enable the 
public to remember the names of those persons who partici- 
pated in the late Buffalo conference,” says an Administration 
organ. It is indeed a sad truth that the names of unscrupu- 
lous politicians are better remembered than those of thought- 
ful, educated men, who have their country’s best interests at 
heart. What names are so familiar as those of the corrupt 
political bosses, the embodiment of selfishness and greed? 
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ANNEXATION UNDER PRESSURE 


It is given out at Washington that the President is meditat- 
ing a plan to annex the Island of Cuba. 

At the outbreak of the Spanish war Congress passed the 
folowing resolution: 

That the United States hereby disclaims any dispo- 
sition or intention to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction or 
control over said island except for the pacification thereof, 
and asserts its détermination, when that is accomplished, to 
leave the government and control of the island to its peo- 
ple. : 

By. this resolution the United States Government is pledged 

to evacuate the island as soon as the work of pacification 
is completed. ‘he army is there for the purpose of pacifica- 
tion and no other. To submit the question of annexation to 
the people of Cuba while American troops are quartered in 
the provinces would be a violation of the pledge and a breach 
of faith. The Cubans-must be left entirely free to act as 
they choose, and they cannot be thus free in the presence of 
an army which they may think—rightly or wrongly—is to be 
used to coerce a favorable vote. 
Annexation may be the best policy. It may be for the best 
interests of Cubans and Americans alike. But it is for the 
Cubans themselves to say when it shall be, and they have, 
with us, an equal right to fix the terms. Anything like 
“pressure,” be it military, political or financial, would be 
dishonorable. 
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The Fresident favors annexation because he thinks the ac- 
quisition of a great territory during his administration would 
give him a larger place in history than a just dealing with 
the neople of thc islands we invaded in the Spanish war. And 
perhaps it would. ‘‘The evil that men do lives after them.” 
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The fight against corporations that prey upon the people is 
a hard cne to make, but it is a good one. Despite corrupt gov- 
ernors, corrupt legislative bodies and corrupt courts, the peo- 
ple have the ballot and can win in any contest which they 
will undertake with energy and perseverance. 
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If the people of Cuba are permitted to vote on the question 
of annexation to the United States, the people of the Philip- 
pines should be given the same opportunity. Peaceable an- 
nexation would be opposed by very few Americans. It would 
make “the white man’s burden’ much lighter.

THE CITY COMMITTEE, 


NEW LAW WHICH SEEMS TO GIVE 
IT FRESH POWER. 


NO MORE PROXIES ALLOWED. 


Chairman Harris Speaks Severely of 
Those Who Have Controlled the 
St. Louis Democracy Recently. 


Leaders in the Democratic City Central, 
or Precinct, Committee are very anxious 
lest the impression gets abroad that their 
body has ceased to exist. They say a cer- 
tain faction, headed by the Bradys, would 
be glad if it did not exist, and are doing 
al] they can to create the impression that 
it is defunct. 

The City Central Committeemen have 
just discovered that a law passed by the 
last Legislature establishes them in power, 
and they want everybody to know it. The 
law In question was introduced by Senator 
Vandiver and becomes operative Aug. 23. 
It is as follows: 

Sec. 4766a. That the central committee of a 

political party shall consist of the largest body 
elected for the purpose of representing and act- 
ing for the party in the interim between conven- 
tions of the party. That for the purpose of mak- 
ing nominations to fill vacancies on a ticket pre- 
viously nominated a majority of all the members- 
elect of a central committee shall be necessary 
to take action. That a central committee shall 
not have the power to delegate its authority to 
make nominations to any person or number. of 
persons, and that any act consequent upon any 
such delegation of authority shall be held to be 
null and void. That no central committee shall 
have the power to substitute, to fill any vacancy, 
the pame of any person who is not known to 
of the same political belief and party as the per- 
son for whom he is substituted. 
G. W. Harris, chairman of the Conference 
Committee of the City Central Committee, 
which is really that committee under an- 
other name, believes this law establishes 
the supreme authority of the Central Com- 
mittee over all other organized bodies of 
Democrats, beyond a shadow of a doubt. 
He believes also that it prohibits, by im- 
plication, if not directly, the use of proxies 
in the committee, which, he says, has been 
abused to the great injury of the party by 
the faction which controls the City Execu- 
tive Committee. 

“We have been looking for some such 
authority as this for a long time,”’ said Mr. 
Harris. “The last meeting of the City Cen- 
tral Committee was turned into a mob 
gothering by the haps members run in by 

en Brady and his crowd of hoodlums. 
The committee is so large that when a man 
presents himself with the proxy of a mem- 
ber, we have to accept his word for it. In 
that way the hoodlums have been able to 
control the committee in the past. Under 
this law our committee is supreme and as 
I construe it, no proxies may be allowed. 
This law settles the question of authority 
raised against our committee by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee.”’ 

Mr. Harris will call the Conference Com- 
mittee together in a few days and a cre- 
dentials committee will be appointed, whose 
duty it will be to see that only members of 
the Central Committee are admitted to the 
meetings. 

*“‘Maybe this law will give the decent ele- 
ment a chance to get control,’’ said Mr. 
Harris. ‘St. Louis cannot be Democratic 
until it does. The gang that has run it 
in the recent past has sold it out at every 
opportunity. All they wanted was to get 
candidates who had money to put up. And 
I haven't any doubt that they sold out to 
the Republicans. It would be cheaper for 
the Republicans to pay $10,000 to the Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee than to dis- 
tribute $20,000 among their own workers. 
Democrats can never win in this town until 
they put decent men in charge of the party 
machinery.’’ 


WILL MEET AT FULTON, AUG? 


Democratic Convention to Nominate a 
Successor to the Late Richard P. 
Bland of Lebanon. 


The selection of Fulton as the place and 
Wednesday, Aug. 2, as the time for holding 
the Democratic convention of the Eighth 
Congressional District of Missouri is a tem- 
porary setback to the candidacy of ex- 
Speaker Farris and to the people of Leb- 
anon. Mr. Farris and his friends went to 
Jefferson City to urge the committee to 
hold the convention at Lebanon, July 2%, 
when William J. Bryan would be present 
and deliver an address. 

But the friends of Judge Dorsey W. 
Shackelford were too numerous and they 


succeeded in breaking down what they con- 
ceived to be a plan to defeat h.s candi- 
dacy on sentimental grounds. 

Moreover the result demonstrated what 
Mr. Biand always feared—that the upper 
portion of the district would run away 
with the southern portion whenever he 
got out of the way. He held Caliaway to 
him because of his fame asa national! lead- 
er, and he fed that cuvunty with whatever 
patronage he could to Keep it in his active 
support. Now that he is dead the Callaway 
Democrats feel themselves absolved from 
obligations to the southern end of the dis- 
trict, and at the committee meeting—as the 
Post-Dispatch predicted Sunday—they at 
once exerted their power and took the con- 
vention unto themselves, naming their own 
time and place. 

James T. Bradshaw of Lebanon. hereto- 
fore chairman of the Congressional Com- 
mittee, resigned because he has recently 
removed to Chillicothe, in another district. 
The chairmanship went to Samuel W. Dan- 
lels of Morgan County. 

Ex-Speaker Farris had a proxy in the 
committee, but the members got away from 
him. It is understood that Cole, Cooper, 
Callaway and Osage, the northern tier of 
counties, voted against Lebanon’-and in 
favor ef Fulton. They say this was done 
to remove the convention from sentimental 
influences, with the result that Judge 
Shackelford and ex-Senator Hazell of the 
northern end will probably have the con- 
test all to themselves.

In view of the rev- 
elation made by the Pension Bureau, the 
question suggests itself: If ‘Mrs. Wackerle 
is adjudged of sound mind, what will she 
do? ill she drop her claim for a pension 
on account of a husband who is shown to 
be alive? Will she be reunited to her hus- 
band after a separation of 27 years? Will 
William Wackerile, who was thought to be 
dead and for whose death a railroad com- 
pany paid $15,000, come forward? Or will 
she, relying upon the Federal Court record
